OBITUARY. 
Simon Camacho, Late Minister from 
Venezuela. 

NEw York, Oct. 3.—| Speeial. ]—Simon Came 
acho, late Minister at Washington from Ven- 
ezuela, died Sept, 20, at Caracas. Sefior Cama- 
cho had been iw poor health for a year, and in 
consequence thereof in March last obtained a 
leave of absence. He then sailed for his old 


home in South America, in hope that his na- 


tive air would have a beneficial effect upon 
his health. He leaves a widow and three 
sons, one of whom was with his 
father in Caracas. Sefior Camacho was 
a native of Caracas, where he spent his 
youth, and was graduated from the 
University at that place. In early life he de- 
veloped a fondness for literature, which in- 
duced him to engage in literary pursuits. 
He first came to this country in 1848, and be- 
came connected with a Spanish paper them 
published in this city called La Chronicle 
He remained with this paper for a few years, 
and afterward @ontributed t@several Cuban 
and Spanish papers. He was Consul in this 
city for several years, during which time he 
became well known among the Spenish resi- 
dents of this city. He received appoint- 
ment as Minister to this country in 1880, and 
took up his residence in Washuiirton: 

Sefior Camacho spent last winter most 
actively in behalf of his Government in try- 
ing to get Congress to order the reopening of 
the whole matter of the mixed commission 
of 1866 between the United States and Vene- 
zuela, in whose awards the Venezuelian Gove 
ernment claimed there were gross frauds. 
He did not obtain his object until the last 
night of the of Congress last 
When this mission had been accomplish 
Sefior Camacho seemed to be thoroughly 
exhausted, and was ordered by physicians 


„to take a long rest. Sefior Camacho was 


a nephew of Gen. Simon Bolivar, the 
liberator of South America. His last | 

work was commencement of a poem 
four parts representing Gen. Bolivar as the 
warrior, the politician, and the liberator of 
his country, and also portraying his private 
life. He had only completed the first part of 
the poem. Sefior Camacho was one of the 
few survivors of the steamer Atlantic, of the 
White Star Ling which was lost in 1878 on a 
trip to this country. Tho interment was at 
Caracas, Venezuela.
